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Bootleg Tobacco 

There hasn’t been so much action at the U.S. Border since 
prohibition as the mounties chase the cigarette smugglers

Tension was high on the Quebec-US border as a 
constant stream of radio messages sizzled back and 
forth between RCMP detachment headquarters and 
patrol cars on a bitterly cold winter night. A bright 
moon flooded the countryside with light as patrols 
moved into position. Is was the kind of night smug¬ 
glers like best—bright enough to make driving with¬ 
out lights comparatively easy and cold enough to make 
RCMP patrols uncomfortable. 

Word had come through that a smuggling gang in 
Plattsburgh, NY, was probing the border with scout 
car in preparation for running cigarettes through the 
Broken Knuckle, a road a quarter of a mile west of the 
Cantic, Que., customs house which had been used fre¬ 
quently to get contraband into Canada. We were on 
our way. 

Suddenly an urgent message from Sherbrooke said 
a patrol was preparing to make a raid near St. Nor- 
bert, well “inland.” Since this raid was being made 
on solid information, I decided to accept an offer of 
a rendezvous with the raiding force and chance miss¬ 
ing a seizure at the Broken Knuckle. 

Shortly after midnight, we drove down the deserted 
streets of the village of Princeville and spotted a car 
with engine idling in front of the church. “Follow 
me,” said Const. Ray Seguin, of the Sherbrooke de¬ 
tachment. Within a few minutes we pulled up in front 
of Jean Marc Lavigne’s farm near St. Norbert. With 
Constables Gustave Lantagne and Armand Roux, Se¬ 
guin took the farmer to his barn. -Sweat poured down 
their faces as they forked tons of hay aside in search 
for the cache. The Mounties had to be content with 
5,720 contraband US cigarettes which they found 
under some hay beside a horse.

But they had picked up additional information on 
the pattern of a growing organization of well-financed 
gangs which are smuggling millions of American 
cigarettes into Canada. Enlisting the aid of dozens 
of farmers to store parts of the huge loads they get 
across the border, the gangs have developed an effi¬ 
cient supply line into Montreal and other centres^ 

Aligned against these gangs is a very small force of 
Mounted Policemen who work gruelling hours trying 
to stem a tide which simply cannot be stopped. Along 
the Quebec-US border from Dundee to St. George de 
Bauce, the most active smuggling area in Canada, 31 
Mounties of the Montreal sub-division of “C” Division 
are trying to seal hundreds of roads along a distance 
of 400 miles, roads which have no customs houses 
guarding them. 

Old Smuggler’s Road, the Broken Knuckle, the 
Bucket of Blood, Wolf Ridge Road and many other 
routes into Canada which gained fame in Prohibition 
days are once again highways for large quantities of 
contraband. The routes are now scenes of wild night 
chases, highjacking and even attempted murder as 
US hoodlums trained in the liquor-running era work 
with former barbotte operators and other racketeers 
to build up a well-organized, high lucrative smuggling 
business. 

I drove more than 1,400 miles over border roads to 
get a first-hand picture of the smuggling. Time and 
again I drove in and out of Canada on good roads 
without being challenged. On one night excursion I 
took Cpl. Alex Charron, of the St. Johns detachment, 
with me. 

“The farmers along the border keep dogs to warn 
them against chicken thieves and Mounted Policemen,” 
groaned Charron when dogs howled as we swung 
around a graveyard starkly prominent in the moon¬ 
light and headed up Wolf Ridge Road. The only people 
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who had paid any attention to us up to that point had 
been the farmers who flashed their house lights off and 
on to signal the presence of a strange car in their 
area. Many farmers are paid so much per load for 
signalling assistance and for the use of their farm 
roads. 

A red light suddenly glowed on the road and an 
RCMP patrol pounced oh us. But if we had gone up 
the Fourth Concession Road a short distance to the 
west with a load of cigarettes we would have got 
through. A typical border area with which the 
Mounties are confronted is the 30-mile stretch from 
Dundee to Franklin Centre. In this distance we found 
35 roads, passable lanes and trails. Of these, 15 are 
excellent roads, most of them paved to the border on 
the US side. Four members of the RCMP are strug¬ 
gling to keep this 30 miles of border closed to illegal 
traffic. 

Members of the RCMP border patrol work seven 
days a week with no set hours and spend night after 
night watching back roads. When the detachment 
which works out of Sherbrooke, totalled the time the 
various members had worked in one week, it averaged 
out to 92 hours apiece. Other detachments chasing 
smugglers no doubt could show similar figures. 

The gangs they seek to smash have little difficulty 
in enlisting the aid of many border residents who have 
been, involved in smuggling all their lives. Many of 
those who refuse to give direct aid to the gangs also 
refuse to help the Mounties—partly to protest against 
the high tax on cigarettes, but mainly because they 
have been told that such aid will result in reprisals. 
Although proof could not be obtained, farmers along 
the border believe at least one barn was burned by a 
smuggling gang. 

They know that when a US Immigration patrol on 
the trail of smugglers inadvertently crossed the bor-

der into Canada, the smugglers pointed out their in¬ 
discretion and escorted them back across the line with 
shotguns. 

When the federal government raised the tax on a 
package of cigarettes to 25.2 cents last April (the US 
federal tax is eight cents) and the cigarettes manu¬ 
facturers followed up with price increases to bring the 
cost of a package of cigarettes to 42 cents (46 cents 
with provincial tax in Quebec), the petty smuggler 
faded into the background along the border as the big 
operators gradually went into the business. The men 
who became rich in Prohibition days and those who 
wished to emulate them saw their opportunity. They 
could buy a carton of cigarettes in Maryland, where 
there is no state tax, for a little as $1.59 from dis¬ 
tributors. This same carton brought $3 to $3.50 on the 
Canadian black market—as much as 120 per cent pro¬ 
fit. Buyers were easy to find, for the same number 
of Canadian cigarettes cost $4.20 in most provinces 
and $4.60 in Quebec. 

Some idea of the quantities being moved surrepti¬ 
tiously into Canada may be gained from the fact that 
an BUMP patrol seized a cache of 970,000 cigarettes 
in a new three-ton truck on a farm near Coaticook 
last Dec. 15. On the Canadian black market such a 
load is worth $14,550. 

The day before, New York State Police, working 
with agents of the state department of taxation and 
finance, intercepted a truck near Harriman, NY. 
Driven by Frank Despaw, of Plattsburgh, one of the 
US centres of operation for the smuggling gangs, the 
truck contained 1,150,000 cigarettes. They had been 
bought in Maryland to avoid paying the New York tax 
of four cents per package and were en route to Canada. 
On the black market this load was worth $16,950. 

From April to December last year RCMP and 
customs men seized a total of 9,956,637 cigarettes. 
About 80 per cent of these were seized in Quebec. The 
RCMP took 412 of the people involved in these seizures 
to court and obtained convictions against 404 of them. 
And they collected a sizable fleet of automobiles and 
trucks, with a total of 103 forfeited to the Crown. Al¬ 
though available figures give no clear-cut picture of 
the smuggling situation, they suggest the RCMP is 
seizing less than five per cent of the contraband. 

But the RCMP has done a much better job than 


such figures indicate, for the preventative effort of its 
patrols has been tremendous—in fact, has precluded a 
virtual swamping of the Canadian market. The 
Mounties’ drive to smash large syndicates has also 
met with considerable success. 

•The Papineau-Pennell gang of Plattsburgh, for ex¬ 
ample, is a ring which has tasted the brunt of the 
drive. Led by rotund, beady-eyed Leon Frederick 
Papineau, 46-year-old graduate of the Prohibition-era 
liquor smuggling school, this gang used five automo¬ 
biles and one truck to run millions of cigarettes into 
Canada. Papineau’s right-hand man, Robert Zephir 
Pennell, 29, unlike his quiet, cagey boss, loves to brag 
about his forays into Canada. In the club rooms of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and in the beer joints along 
City Hall Place in Plattsburgh, Pennell babbled to 
.contemporary racketeers about his past exploits and 
plans for others. 

One day the paunchy boss and his loquacious lieu¬ 
tenant planned to run the stuff across personally — 
while the Mounties were asleep. With Pennell driving, 
the gang leaders drove to their well-stocked cache 
and picked up 209,800 cigarettes, 14 boxes of cigars 
and 37 pounds of tobacco. Pennell headed the 1947 
Ford northward from Plattsburgh and swung on to 
Tremblay Road, which is paved right to the border, 
south of Hemmingford, Que. 

On the other side of the border, in the meantime, 
telephones jangled and radios carried a steady suc¬ 
cession of messages. Three RCMP patrol cars moved 
into position. When the Ford crossed into Canada a 
constable stepped out on the road and signalled it to 
halt. 

Pennell, who already had a conviction for assault 
against him, simply stepped on the accelerator and 
tired to run down the Mountie. 

The patrol cars went into action, the drivers 
angered at this display of violence. At well over 60 
mph an RCMP car bumped the smugglers into a 
ditch. The RCMP had quickly served notice that 
though its border patrolmen averaged only 23 years 
of age it wasn’t a gentle-hearted boys’ club. 

Papineau and Pennell each paid fines of $750 and 
lost their automoble. And Pennell paid an extra fine 
of $100 for failing to stop in the name of the King. 

And so it went until Papineau was “line-bound” 
(forbidden to enter Canada at any time) by Canadian

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POLICE SCOUT 

JERRY POTTS

If Canadians want a counterpart to Davy Crockett, find¬ 
ing one should not be difficult. The n omi na t i on of Jerry 
Potts has much to commend it. The great little buckskin- 
clad frontiersman who guided the North WestMounted Police 
to the spot were Fort Macleod was built in 1874, would 
furnish hero material for Canadian boys and convincingly 
rival that of the highly publicized Mr. Crockett. 

Jerry Potts wasn't what anybody would call handsome. 
He was small, pinched in features, round-shouldered, bow- 
legged, pigeon-toed and his stunted growth of whiskers was 
as untrimmed as native sagebrush. If he were to appear on 
a tnain street today, folk would wh i spe r, "A suspicious- 
looking character in town! ” 

But however he appeared, Jerry Potts was one about 
whom westerners should not be allowed to forget. He pos¬ 
sessed the courage of a bull-fighter and the stuff from which 
heroes are made. It may be that the movie people have 
missed an opportunity in failing to reconstruct a film story 
of that man who for 22 years served Canada's mounties so 
well. 

Apart altogether from his long and effective association 
with the police, Jerry Potts has a strong claim to a place in 
Canadian history because he was one of the leaders in the 
last major Indian battle on the Canadian side of the boundary. 
Jerry, it must be understood, was a half-breed. His father, 
John Potts, was a Scot in charge of the American Fur Com¬ 
pany at Fort Benton in Montana, and his mother was a Piegan 
squaw. Jerry was versatile, could be either Indian or white 
man as occasion demanded; and strangely enough, he suc¬ 
ceeded in commanding the respect of both races. 

Participation in that last Indian battle was rather by ac¬ 
cident more than plan. Jerry was hunting with the Bloods 
and Piegans in the good buffalo country now called southern 
Alberta. Chief Piapot’s Crees, 600 or 800 of them, made 
a sortie into that part, looking for enemy scalps. They at¬ 
tacked a small cluster of Blood and Blaclcfoot teepees on the 
Belly river and massacred many of the occupants, mostly 
ojd people and children. 

The few defending warriors were far outnumbered but 
word was carried to the Piegans who were on the St. Mary 
river, above Fort Whoop-Up. The Piegans smeared them¬ 
selves with war paint, commanded Jerry Potts to lead them 
and rode away to counter-attack. 

It was bound to. be a bitter fight because Crees and the 
tribesmen of the Blackfoot group hated each other at any 
time. The Crees from, what would today be the province of 
Saskatchewan and the Blackfoot alliance defending Alberta 
soil, made the fray a forerunner of interprovincial contests— 
such as an Allen Cup play-off—but rougher and in no way 
handicapped by referees, rules and timekeepers. 

One of the best accounts of the battle was discovered in 
an article appearing in The Lethbridge News of April 30, 
1890, while at least a few people could remember some¬ 
thing about it. Piegan scouts located the Crees resting be¬ 
side the river, just across from the present city of Leth¬ 
bridge. 

Jerry and his Piegans came up quickly. They had the ad¬ 
vantage of the more modern guns and, when they attacked, 
the surprised Crees were forced to fall back. The retreat¬ 
ing Indians drew toward the river and made their stand in a 
cpulee within view of the Galt Hospital built about 20 years 
later. 

For a'time there was a stalemate, with Crees in one 
coulee and Piegan s in another. Then Jerry Potts led his 
tribesmen in a frontal attack and made it a bad day for the 
Crees. The latter were forced back, obliged to plunge into 
the river and as many were shot in the water as were killed 
on land. A cco r ding to Jerry 1 s telling, the river was so 
full of fleeing Crees that all a pursuer had to do "to kill 
one was point his gun at the water and fire. ” 

The Crees were almost wiped out. If, as has been told, 


Big Bear who took a prominent part in the skirmishes of the 
North West Rebellion, was with Chief Piapot’s Indians that 
day, he was one of the few to escape. 

Inany case Jerry Pott’s was the victor’s hero, emerging 
with nothing he'd call a serious injury, just a head wound 
and a small lead gun-pellet embedded in the flesh below his 
left ear. The pellet he refused tohave removed--having got 
it at the hour of his greatest success, it was his " good luck 
medicine". 

Danger held no fear for Potts. Throughout his life he 
was close to it. While still in his teens, he tracked an 
Indian murderer for several hundred miles and gained the 
revenge he sought, right in the pursued man's own camp. 

The Indian, it appears, shot and killed Jerry's father at 
Fort Benton. The bullet may have been intended for another 
but Jerry's father was the victim and the 17-year-old lad 
set out to settle with the killer, relying upon the only law of 
any use at that time, the "law" men carried in their hol¬ 
sters. 

The Indian Jerry was trailing belonged tooneofthe Black¬ 
foot bands on the Canadian side and after several days of 
flight, supposed he had gained the protection of his tribal 
encampment. But home camp or no home camp, Jerry 
overtook the murderer and faced him with the challenge to 
fight it out. 

It was a terrific fight and Jerry carried scars from it, 
but he settled the account in the manner considered approp¬ 
riate in Indian society. One might have expected the killer's 
fellow-tribesmen would try to take Jerry's scalp but in-

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stead, they acknowledged his courage and let him depart 
homeward. 

It was a fortunate day for the Mounted Police and their 
tasks in the buffalo country when Colonels French and Mac- 
leod met Jerry Potts at Fort Benton. To the Mounties, the 
country into which they were trekking was dangerously new 
and strange and their need for gu idance was urgent. In 
bringing law and order to the country, their first purpose 
was to visit the notorious Fort Whoop-Up, but as they hal¬ 
ted at Sweet Grass after weeks on the trail, they didn't know 
which way to turn in order to reach their goal. 

The commissioner and his assistant made a side-trip to 
Fort Benton on the Missouri River and there they heard about 
the skill of Jerry Potts. No time was lost in making a deal 
with him and Colonel Macleod, in returning to the main body 
of the police, brought the new "hired man" . 

At first, the rank and file of constable sand officers were 
not impressed by this bandy-legged, weasel-eyed and silent 
newcomer, but all that coolness toward him changed. Very 
soon they discovered that when they were in trouble, Jerry 
was the person who could help. When water was in short 
supply, Jerry could find a spring, and when food was needed 
Urgently, he could always locate a fat buffalo. 

One of his first acts was to guide the police in a direct 
course to Fort Whoop-Up at the junction of Belly and St. 
Mary rivers, where police anticipated a struggle but found 
an almost deserted post. Then on October 13, 1874, he 
brought them to the island in the Old Man river where they 
started to build their new home and headquarters to carry 
the name Fort Macleod. 

One of the first blows at the whiskey traders from the 
south, struck without delay, was at a Negro named Bond. 
Chief Three Bulls reported buying two gallons of bad liquor 
and paying with two good horses. With Jerry Potts as their 
guide, police set out to find the offender and after two days 
and 50 miles of travel northward. Bond, his 16 horses, two 
wagons loaded with whiskey and 116 buffalo robes taken in 
trade, were securely in police custody. The trader was 
convicted and sentenced to jail—a fair warning to others 
engaging in the foul business that was demoralizing Cana¬ 
dian Indians. 

Potts was exactly what the police needed. He could con- 
ver se in several Indian languages, was an expert hunter 
and was no less daring in the face of trouble than the police 
with whom he cast his lot. 

He possessed the instincts of a homing pigeon, was never 
lost in either storm or darkness. Only once was there evi¬ 
dence of doubt; he was searching for a landmark in the 
form of a pile of stones and having some difficulty. 

” What's the matter?" saskedCol. Macleod, "are you 
lost?” 

Irked that anyone would suggest such a thing, the little 
man replied sharply, "Nol Stones lost." 

Best of all, for police purposes, he was on good terms 
with the Indians, being one of those half-breeds willing to 
live more or less like a white man but retaining the instincts 
of and loyalty to the Indians. 

Whatever the situation or however great the danger, 
Jerry Potts in his silent way, knew how to meet it--for ex¬ 
ample—that day in the Montana foothills when travelling 
with two prospectors. A big band of Sioux Indians charged 
out of a coulee, bent on slaughter. 


Potts and his companions fled as fast as their horses 
could carry them and knowing there was a chance of being 
overtaken, they headed toward a deserted log cabin. Reach¬ 
ing it, they turned their horses loose and barricaded them¬ 
selves inside with their guns and revolvers ready for action. 

The Indians came on and were met by gunfire—gunfire 
directed with deadly accuracy. The prospectors loaded the 
guns and Jerry fired. Eight or ten Indians fell and the rest 
were shocked to discover how three men could fill the air 
with deadly bullets. 

The survivors withdrew and held council. Jerry knew 
what they were planning—wait for nightfall, attack and 
burn the cabin and collect a trio of scalps. But, as dark¬ 
ness fell, Jerry, on his belly, crawled away through the tall 
grass, made a big circle and came upon the Indian camp 
from the rear. 

Then, moving among them as one of themselves without 
creating suspicion, he untied three Indian horses, led them 
back the way he came and joined his friends at the cabin. 
The three men then mounted and rode away through the 
darkness to safety. 

Any man capable of performing such feats and reamining 
loyal, would be indispensible to the police. During his 22 
years as interpreter and guide, he was constantly making 
rescues of one kind or another. If there was trouble in an 
Indian encampment Jerry would ride along with the officers 
and if the evidence in a cattle stealing or whiskey trading 
case was inadequate Jerry knew how to augment it. 

In unfamiliar territory, the officers had complete con¬ 
fidence if Jerry was their guide. There wouldn't be much 
conversation as they travelled—the police knew that. When 
a trail-weary constable searching the horizon for journey's 
end, asked, "Jerry, what's beyond that next hill?" he re¬ 
ceived a typical Potts reply, " 'Nother hill. " 

His body was.tough and sinewy. He could miss a meal or 
several of them without complaining. He never admitted 
fatigue. But little Jerry had one physical weakness--his 
lungs. He had a chronic cough and lung trouble led to his 
death. 

Early in 1896, the lead pellet from an Indian gun worked 
its way out of Jerry's neck-muscle and the little man was 
disturbed; he had lost the " good luck medicine" he carried 
for many moons. Late that year, he died and was buried 
with full military honors in the police plot at Fort Macleod 
the customary volleys being fired across his grave. 

"Jerry Potts is dead, " wrote the old Macleod Gazette 
of July 17, 1896. "Through the whole of the North West, 
in many parts of eastern Canada and in England, this an¬ 
nouncement will excite sorrow. Jerry Potts was a type fast 

disappearing_A half-breed, he had the proud distinction 

of being a very potent factor in the discovery and settle¬ 
ment of the western part of the North West Territories. 
When Colonels French and Macleod left their wearied and 
almost helpless columns at Sweet Grass in '74, after a 
march of 900 miles and a vain search for the much vaunted 
"Whoop-Up, " it was the veriest accident of fortune that in 
Benton they found Jerry Potts, who as a modern Moses was 
to lead them out of the desert and bring them to the end of 
their difficulties. 

" He took Macleod's column straight as a die to Whoop- 
Up; he brought it on to the present site of Macleod and for

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years afterward was the unfailing guide, the faithful inter¬ 
preter and the true and loyal go-between that made it pos¬ 
sible fora small and utterly insufficient force to occupy and 
gradually dominate what might so easily under other cir¬ 
cumstances have been a hostile and difficult country. For 
years he stood between the police one one side and his nat¬ 
ural friends the Indians on the other and his influence al¬ 
ways made for peace." 

And then the Macleod Gazette concluded its tribute to 
the quiet, weather-beaten man of the plains in these words: 
"Jerry Potts is dead but his name lives and will live. 
Faithful and true' is the character he leaves behind him-- 
the best monument of a valuable life. " 

That was the editor’s tribute and a good one. For 
western people it may be fascinating to speculate how the 
steam of development might have been changed had that 
great and loyal scout not been hired into the service of the 
Mounted Police.

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Drumbeats 
on the 
Prairie

Anxious and white-faced, the people inside Battle- 
ford’s wooden stockade listened. Over the rolling 
prairies, they could just faintly hear the muted thump 
of drums. 

“The Indians are holding a pow-wow and dance, 
sir.” At the scout’s report, Inspector Crozier frowned. 
He tugged at the chin-strap that held the little pill¬ 
box hat of the North-West Mounted Police. 

The tiny Saskatchewan village on the south side 
of the Battle River had a population of only 50 people. 
All had left their homes and crowded into the fortified 
barracks for protection. Settlers from up and down 
the Saskatchewan River swelled the number of ref¬ 
ugees to 400. 

It was April, 1885. The North-West Rebellion, under 
the leadership of Louis Riel, had started. 

Only seven miles away, the Cree and Stony Indians 
had gathered on Chief Poundmaker’s reservation. They 
were armed, and war-paint adorned their bodies. But 
Poundmaker, that handsome and wily chief of the 
Stones, couldn’t make up his mind. He wanted to be 
sure he was on the winning side. 

His Indian allies were itching for war. They plund¬ 
ered the abandoned farms, and looted the empty houses 
in Battleford while the owners looked on helplessly.

any patrol. But they had too much respect for the 
police to attack the frail stockade. 

In this state of alarm, the settlers were besieged 
for nearly a month. They formed two Home Guard 
units, and sent out scouts who kept bringing in tales 
of fresh disasters. But the Rebellion didn’t last long. 
Riel was taken prisoner at the battle of Batoche, and a 
few weeks later, Poundmaker graciously surrendered 
at Battleford barracks. 

The Battle River was so named because of the many 
fights there between the Cree and Blackfoot Indians. 
Close to the ford, the fur-traders set up their posts, ] 
and gradually a settlement grew there. What more j 
natural than to call the spot “Battleford”? In 1876, | 
the North-West Mounted Police established Fort Battle ] 
on the peninsula formed by the junction of the Battle 
and North Saskatchewan Rivers. In a few years, 1 
however, most of the settlers moved across the Battle 
River, and only a few of the old buildings remain, j 
After the railway chose the north bank of the Sas- I 
katchewan, settlers crossed that river to found North j 
Battleford, a progressive and growing town. Even I 
the Mounted Police moved across the river . . . and 
their barracks fell into decay. 

That was the case until 1944, when some public- 1 
spirited people decided that “something ought to be 1 
done to preserve our local history”. They got busy I 
and, with the government’s help, restored the five re- ] 
maining buildings, built the palisades and donated J 
their treasures to the historical museum. 

The F. G. Light Collection of historical items in- j 
eludes Indian handicraft and sidearms which his I 
father owned as a sergeant in the North-West Mount- j 
ed Police. Mr. Light operates the “Lighthouse” Esso j 
Service Station in Battleford. 

As you enter the gate of the stockade, you can see l 
a few old foundations in the prairie grass. The first i 
building on your left is the barracks, which today isl 
used for Indian exhibits, and an auditorium where f 
school groups are told about the historic site. On the 1 
right is the guardroom, with its six barred cells.! 
Next is “a small sick horse stable”, whose stalls arel 
now used to display pioneer equipment, such as ox-1 
yoke and harness, and iron hobbies. Beyond is the! 
Officers’ Quarters, and present day office. Here are!

plumes, the gold braid and pillbox hats Mounties once 
wore. The Commanding Officer’s Residence has rooms 
devoted to Riel, Hudson’s Bay Company history, and 
a gun room with ancient muzzle loaders, cap-and-ball 
revolvers and tall sporting rifles. 

The official opening in July, 1948, was an impressive 
affair. Indian chiefs in feathered headdresses filed 
out of a tepee that once belonged to the great Pound- 
maker. Pioneers came from far and near. Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mounted Police in scarlet and navy listened to 
Lord Alexander’s welcoming speech. And in July, 
1951, the reconditioned fort became one of Canada’s 
National Historic Parks. 

You smell the crushed sage under your feet as you 
cross the 36-acre park enclosed by the pointed pali¬ 
sades. The wind whispers through the prairie grasses. 
Nothing seems greatly changed from those days nearly 
70 years ago, when the drums boomed across the 
prairie. In fact, it isn’t too much of a strain on your 
imagination to hear the ghostly drumbeats right now!

Patrols 

A tragic average of two children a year were being 
fatally injured in Vancouver School Crossing Zones, 
when in 1935, civic officials decided something must be 
done to stop this needless slaughter. 

That year, representatives of the Police Depart¬ 
ment, School Board, The Board of Trade, and other 
organizations sat down to find a solution. It wasn’t 
feasible to station a policeman at every school crossing. 

School Boy Patrols were the answer. 

Some responsible citizens said — No. That was 
placing too much responsibility on youngsters — plac¬ 
ing the safety of other children in their hands. Others 
didn’t like the idea of a boy doing a policeman’s job. 
Opposition to the proposal was strong and it was only 
the determination of the advocates of the scheme that 
it finally became a reality. 

The first School Boy Patrol was started at Dawson 
School, and was sponsored by the Vancouver Central 
Lions Club. Ever since, that organization has supplied 
the equipment needed by all the City’s Patrols. 

Immediate success of the first patrol was followed 
by organization of others. To-day there are forty- 
seven patrols comprised of fourteen hundred boys pro¬ 
tecting Vancouver’s School Children. 

The greatest tribute that can be paid this organiza¬ 
tion is its record. Since the day the patrols were 
started seventeen years ago,-not a child has suffered 
so much as a scratch, while crossing a street in a 
PatrolZone. 

The patrols have contributed in no small way to 
the safety consciousness which has been bred into our 
large and growing school population. 

Winter duty at their posts is often a chilling ex¬ 
perience for a patrol boy -— and they sacrifice some 
baseball, football or basketball when their turn at 
standing watch rolls around. But it is well worth it. 
They are proud of their record. 

Hundreds of these boys in the not too distant 
future will be motorists. Their school boy patrol train¬ 
ing will make them much safer and saner drivers. 

Value of the patrol work actually goes beyond 
safety in the streets. Principals and teachers say it 
improves general morale in the schools. Community 
groups state that juvenile delinquency shows a decline 
in district where patrols operate. And parents report 
that the problem child some of them had, becomes a 
different boy when he assumes the responsibility of a 
patrol member. 

As the city grows and the traffic problems increase, 
parents send their children to school with confidence 
that their lives will be protected by the patrol. 

Each year in June patrol boys are honoured at a 
banquet and show sponsored by the School Board and 
the Central Lions Club and medals are presented to the 
most efficient patrols by the P.M.B.A. 

When he graduates from school, each boy is pre¬ 
sented with a Discharge Certificate, signed by his 
principal and the Chief of Police, expressing the grati¬ 
tude of the citizens of Vancouver for the services he

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School Crossing Ahead 


(From Traffic News and Views of Association 

of Casualty and Surety Companies) 

Children walking to and from school each day may 
find one of the three following conditions at every 
busy intersection: 

1. A policeman or adult crossing guard is direct¬ 
ing traffic and is assisting children in crossing streets 
safely. 

2. A student who is a member of the “school patrol” 
is helping school enrollees cross the street safely, or 

3. No assistance is provided, unless mechanical con¬ 
trol devices exist. 

It is probable that children are well-protected at 
those intersections where a policeman or adult cross¬ 
ing guard is stationed. Such personnel are usually 
well-trained and, due to experience, very conscious of 
the traffic dangers to be encountered by students. 

Because of a limited number of trained adults 
available for school crossing duty, and inadequate 
funds for establishing such protection at all busy 
intersections, many schools have made use of students 
as “school patrols” who are supposed to allow students 
to cross the street only when the way is clear. This 
type of crossing program has many advantages beyond 
that of. economic savings. Not only is the traffic safety 
experience gained by student patrols valuable, but 
a position of leadership held by a fellow student 
promotes a spirit of cooperation and a “traffic 
consciousness” on the part of the entire school enroll¬ 
ment. With all these advantages it would seem that 
many more schools should consider the adoption of the 
student “school patrol” plan. 

Why haven’t more schools adopted this plan? Why 
haven’t schools which use school patrols expanded the 
plan to cover all busy intersections? One of the 
several answers is that many of the existing school 
patrol programs are not operating in an efficient 
manner. 

Many schools have been guilty of providing in¬ 
adequate training and supervision of members of the 
“school patrol”. Unsafe or illegal actions by patrol 
members are commonplace. It is observed that, in 
many communities, older students completely dis¬ 
regard directions given by the patrol member, thereby 
detracting from the over-all effectiveness of the pro¬ 
gram. The many other indications of weakness and

mistreatment of this valuable school safety program J 
are assuming damaging proportions. 

The actions of the patrol members themselves in-1 
dicate the effectiveness of the entire project; their ! 
actions reflect the quality of the responsibility assumed 1 
by the school’s administrative staff.

1. Is there a qualified faculty member responsible 3 
for supervision of the program? 

2. Does this faculty member have time to practice I 
active supervision of the school patrol program?

4. Are students familiar with the duties and the ; 
authority possessed by the patrol members ? 

5. Are members of the patrol selected on the basis I 
of leadership and ability to command respect?

1. Do patrol members endanger their own lives! 
by stepping into the path of moving traffic ? 

2. Do older students disregard the directions givea! 
by crossing patrols? 

3. Do members of the patrol appear for duty in.- 1 
properly dressed and “sloppy” in appearance? 

4. Do crossing patrols carry out their duties with* 
military precision and attentiveness? 

5. Are students chosen by teachers because cf9 
leadership ability? 

6. Have the patrol members received very littieH 
training for proper performance of their duties?

Immigration authorities on request of the RCMP and 
the gang was smashed financially by seizures of costly 
vehicles and cigarettes. The Mounties cost them at 
least $25,000 in seizures and fines, and of course cut 
off one of the large supply lines into Canada. 

Similarly, the RCMP has dealt knockout blows to 
other gangs, such the the Fortin-Duteau gang, of 
Napierville, Que., and the Dollard Rainville gang of 
Highgate Springs, Vt. Time and again, however, 
gangs are hit by losses ranging from $10,000 to 
$14,000, yet they stay in business. One cigarette ring 
got its start with $50,000 of borrowed capital. 

Loads of from 400 to 500 cartons each are being 
taken daily from caches on farms in the Eastern 
Townships of Quebec to within a mile or two of Mon¬ 
treal, where agents of the Montreal racketeers pur¬ 
chase them for $2.45 a carton. 

Spotters keep the gangs informed of arrivals and 
departures from RCMP detachments, signal by light, 
telephone or shotgun when a patrol car goes by, and 
even follow patrol cars. Supplementing this active net¬ 
work of agents are the “pilot car” which the smugglers 
send ahead of loads. 

The pilot car may cross the border, via a customs

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port or a back road, and scout an area chosen as a 
likely region for running through the load. Or the 
pilot car may travel immediately in front of a loaded 
vehicle to block the road if an RCMP patrol is en¬ 
countered and the loaded car must turn and dash for 
the border. 

The RCMP detachments aren’t completely friend¬ 
less. They receive many valuable tips that lead to 
seizures. In accordance with the Customs Act infor¬ 
mers are paid 25 per cent of the proceeds remaining 
after goods are sold and customs duties are paid. But 
most people who give the RCMP information refuse 
any payment for it. 

As sales of Canadian cigarettes fell in the face of 
the contraband, the tobacco industry protested vehe¬ 
mently. The general public had quietly but forcefully 
indicated its refusal to accept the high federal tax 
by refusing to pay 42 to 46 cents a package when 
US brands could be obtained without too much trouble 
for 30 cents. (In the US smokers pay around 18 cents 
depending on state tax.) 

But while there has been a large decline in con 
sumption, determination of the actual amount is made 
difficult, if not impossible, by such factors as the six- 
week strike at the plants of the Imperial Tobacco Co., 
the largest Canadian producer. But one set of easily 
confirmed figures which vividly illustrates the situa¬ 
tion are those of Finance Minister Abbott. He cal¬ 
culated that the increased tax would bring in an extra 
$23,000,000 in revenue. But the total increase waa 
only $3,608,213 for the first nine months of the fiscrl 
year. When Mr. Abbott totals his “take” this month, 
therefore, he will most likely have less than one- 
quarter of the extra revenue he expected to get. 

“At one time smuggling reduced our business by 30| 
per cent,” said Morris Miller, a Lachine, Que., whole¬ 
sale distributor who supplies 450 retailers with cigar¬ 
ettes. His customers have been heavily hit by the ’< 
peddlers who supply huge lots of cartons to the em- J 
ployees of factories in the Lachine area. 

“At least three out of five people in Sherbrooke i 
smoke smuggled cigarettes,” declares Antoine Turmtl, 
general manager of a wholesale distributing firm | 
which supplies 400 retailers in what is probably the! 
most active area in Canada for distribution of smug¬ 
gled cigarettes. “Our business dropped 50 per cent.” 

Although snow storms periodically close roads and* 
reduce the furtive traffic, smuggling gangs across J 
Canada are smoothing out their operations and be-1 
coming more efficient, particularly in Quebec, where 3 
big markets are close to the border. Smugglers have 1 
told the RCMP that for every man it puts on the road* 
they will put three. y

If Violator Refuses to Stop 

62.420—When a person intentionally 
refuses to stop, you may radio ahead 
for assistance and give instructions for 
a road block or you maiy have to cut 
him off. Unless the violation is con¬ 
tinuing or of a serious nature, these 
tactics, especially cutting him off, are 
not advisable. A full description of 
the vehicle, the registration number, 
and an accurate description of the 
driver should gain a conviction even 
when the summons is delivered to the 
violator at a later date. 


Place Your Vehicle Properly 

62.510 —After the violator has been 
stopped, place your vehicle 8 to 15 
feet behind his. Have the left edge 
of your vehicle two feet to the left

Stop just to the rear of the driver's win¬ 
dow, facing the vehicle.

In this 
method and the preceding one, keep off 
the highway but leave enough room be¬ 
tween yourself and the vehicle to use your 
hands. (See Exhibit 62-5.)

EDITORIAL 


They can experiment with new drug traffic laws eternally, but 
they will never stamp out drug trafficking, as long as it is a profit¬ 
able business to unscrupulous minded people. We have scads of 
clippings on file naming the types of people who traffic in dope, and 
they are not all skid row characters or delinquents. For instance, 
there was the vocational instructor; the janitor of an elementary 
school; a fur dealer; a respectable gentleman who operated a barber 
shop and went to church; a lady rooming house operator, who was 
a generous donor to community service enterprises arid so on. They 
were comparatively respective people. Like any other business, 
it takes a sober minded person to conduct and operate a drug traffic- 
ing business. We suggest that the Dominion Government should set 
up clinics for dispensing drugs at cost for employed addicts and 
free to the unfortunate arid hopeless cases. A very recent report 
of the United Kingdom, where this system is employed; reports 
that in July 1961, the total number of drug addicts had dropped to 
437 as compared to 454 in 1954. And the United Kingdom has five 
times the population we have here in Canada. 

To add to the tragedy of this social blight, we have the younger 
generation experimenting with goofballs and pop; and they are not 
all delinquents. A good percentage of them are from respectable 
homes. As these youngsters pass through the "excitement stage” 
of youth, they are easy prey to the Human Vulture, the drug traf- 


Capital Punishment 

Murders of passion and murders by juveniles are exempt from 
the death penalty under a new non-capital punishment law. A great 
step indeed! But it does not distinguish between the method of mur¬ 
der, as British law does. The method of execution, hanging, never¬ 
theless remains for capital murders. This Editorial will continue 
advocating the gas chamber as the more humane method of execu¬ 
tion. We raise enough fuss about humane methods of doing away 
with animals. Why don’t we apply this clemency to human beings 
when dispensing with a condemned human life? 

Criminal Welfare 

What does solitary confinement do to a man, or woman who is 
subjected to it? Common sense tells us that when an individual 
becomes unmanageable to the degree of becoming menacing, there 
is usually a psychiatric twist to the root of his or her trouble. 
Does solitary confinement help this problem? We think not. And 
how can society cope with sex offenders? That is a good question 
and a knotty onel A Rev. Taylor, advocates sex education in the 
schools and the churches, so that young people may learn to ap¬ 
proach the subject with proper perspective and with proper respect. 
Of all criminal offenders, the sex offender is the most tragic. Es¬ 
pecially when much of the offense could be avoided by a revised 
attitude toward the subject of sex. Two facts stand out as the basis 
of a sex offender's problem; (1) his childhood training on the sub¬ 
ject; (2) his ignorance and blundering approach to the subject of 
sex. Rev. Taylor is right, there should be sex education. 

Indians and Liquor 

The delegation of Indian Chiefs who asked the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to ban all liquor to Indians, on or off the Re serv at ion in 
Canada, was a noble gesture but an impractical one. Past history 
has proven that total prohibition does not work; as they tried it on 
the White people in U.S.A. All it did was breed nefarious rackets 
and crime. If Indians are allowed to drink beer in the beer parlors.

Aerial Highway Patrol 

Plans now are under way for establishment of a 
co-ordinated effort of the Washington State Patrol 
and the King County sheriff’s Air Patrol in nabbing 
highway speeders.

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R. C. M. P.’s Famed Musical Ride 


By RALPH VICKERS 

Disbanded for three years, the famed RCMP Musi¬ 
cal Ride is performing again. 

To the thousands of Canadian and Americans who 
will see the 32 scarlet-coated RCMP riders and 
their black mounts, the intricate movements which 
compose the musical ride will appear to be simple and 
easy. But months of hard work lie behind the polished, 
spectacular show. 

For the performance which lasts less than 20 
minutes from beginning to end which was put on in 
show rings last fall in Portland, Ore., San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Toronto, 36 skilled RCMP horsemen 
and an equal number of mounts trained at Roekeliffe 
Barracks in Ottawa for four solid months. 

Relaxation? 

Since the middle of last May the men have been 
practicing almost daily from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. the move¬ 
ments of the ride, with periods of relaxation such as 
wrestling on horseback and playing a variety of soc¬ 
cer with a ball practically as big as an English car. 
Another diversion is jumping on a running horse, 
doing a handstand, then standing upright and finally 
jumping off — all to be done without falling. 

Such “games” and the plain hard work of perfect¬ 
ing the ride movements were carried out under the 
sharp eye of riding instructor Staff Sergeant C. W. 
Anderson. 

Even when the riding was done for the day, the 
36-man team had not finished their duties. Each man 
looks after his own horse and must feed and tend it 
morning, noon and night. 

When travelling by rail, three men under a non¬ 
commissioned officer sleep in the cars with the horses. 

As Spares 

The four “guards” do not perform the next day, 
however, standing by as spares in case a horse or man 
becomes ill. 

The RCMP’s own musical ride was first organized 
around 1880, but the earliest of such performances is 
lost in history. It is thought that the Roman army of 
occupation in Britain performed similar figures, which 
are really only combinations of elementary riding 
school figures. 

Another possible beginning of the tradition may 
have stemmed from the practice of ancient cavalry 
celebrating a successful charge against the enemy to 
ride in circles and criss-cross patterns waving their 
lances or other arms, y _

Warning 

Teen 

Agers 


By J. EDGAR HOOVER 



I’ve spent 40 years, my whole career, dealing with the 
seamier side of life — robbery, kidnapping, gangster¬ 
ism and murder. It is possible that the nation’s 
youngsters think of me, when they think of me at all, 
as a pretty stem sort of person. 

Perhaps that's just as well, for I want to give the 
young people of America some friendly, fatherly 
advice, and I would like them to take it very seriously. 

The advice has to do with the sex-crime headlines 
in the newspapers today. These headlines worry 
everyone with any decency — they worry your par¬ 
ents and they worry you. And they certainly worry 
me. 

So I’ve worked up a list of ten “Teen-Age Tips” 
that I feel will help young people to steer clear of 
danger. When you look them over you may say that 
some of them are only common sense. But remem¬ 
ber that the common-sense rule is often the one 
we’re apt to forget. 

You’ll also note that some of the “tips” apply only 
to girls. But remember again, every boy has a sister 
or a gjrl friend who needs his protection and advice, 
so he should study the whole list too. 

In any case, these are the ten rules that, in my 
judgment and experience, are the most important. 


Don’t invite trouble! Here are 
10 rules that every parent should 
make sure his youngster knows 

1. If any stranger — or even a slight acquaintance—makes 
improper advances, tell your pa ren ts immediately. 

Young people are too often kind-hearted about such things — 
they dislike the idea of getting an offender into “trouble.” Just 
remember that if you don't report him, lie’ll probably get into 
worse trouble later on — to say nothing of the harm he may cause. 

2. If you know of any pornographic pictures or literature being 
pin e d around, notify your parents immediately. 

Obscene reading matter is a favorite habit of the degenerate. 
If the authorities can run down the source and trace the material, 
they may be able to rid the community of danger before it starts. 

3. Know your datel Don’t go out on “blind dates" unless 
another couple is along — and ev en then be cautious. 

If someone phones and says he's a friend of Jack Jones, tell him 
you'd be glad to have Jack Jones introduce him. 

4. Stay out of “Lovers’ Lanes." 

It's natural to want to be alone with your date, but experience 
shows that “Lovers' Lanes” are favorite haunts of sex criminals. 


5. Don’t wander away alone from the crowd at picnics and out¬ 
ings. Stay within calling distance. 

Sex criminals are easily attracted to any group of young people, 
and given an opportunity they can strike with frightening speed. 

6. Don’t ask for trouble — dress sensibly. 

Provocative clothing may attract the attention of a potential 
sex criminal. 

7. Be civil to strangers who ask directions, but never go part 
way with them. 

The “directions” trick is a favorite among sex criminals. They 
count on the natural helpfulness of young people. 

8. Be very careful about accepting work from a stranger. 

This is another insidious dodge. Always make sure that the 
person is a respectable businessman. 

9. Don’t go about the house half-dressed. 

This may seem harmless, but it’s an invitation to “Peeping 
Toms” — who may later become something more dangerous. 

10. Never, never hitchhikel 

And never, never pick a hitchhiker up!
